The Archbishop required that all the 
proofs and documents on which tho Meaix 
founded his censure should be laid belure 
him, ‘They were submitted and exam- 
ined with the greatost care and delibera- 
tion, ‘Phe result was thatthe Archbishop 
in the mildest terms, informed Verger 
that, with such evidence, he could not re- 
lieve lim fron) the cénsure of the Bishop 
of Mesux, Le at the same time entroat- 
od him with much kindnéss, Ue entreat- 
ed him to be cautious of giving scandal,

snow that they could nut get to the house; 
and when found they were erect, almost 
entirely covered in the drift, and life 
was extinct. Miss C. was a very amia- 
ble young lady, beloved by all who knew 
her. ‘The unfortunate deceased was in 
the twenty-fourth year of her ago.

A Thrilling Incident. 


Somo years since, writes 4 correspon- 
dent, we were a student of medicine ina 
neighboring State, and, with a number of 
associates and highly respected class 
males, were attending a course of private 
lectures under the direction and instruc- 
tion of a gentleman of extensive experi- 
ence and unsurpassed, scientifical attain- 
ments and skill. During the course med- 
ical and surgical cases were investigated, 
prescribed for, and lectured on before the 
class, clinical demonstrations and lectures 
at private houses, and dissections when- 
ever subjects could be, by eny means 
whatever, obtained, We were assem- 
bled on one, dark, stormy evening, in the 
lecture room. A lecture by the professor 
of the Theory and Practice of Medicine

THE CHINESE WAR. 


Tho Collins steamship Baltie Captain 
Comstock, which left Liverpool on Wed- 
nosday 21st January, arrived at this port 
about five o'clock last evening. ‘ 

A despatch from Berne, dated*the 18th 
ult, announces that the Neufchatel pris- 
oners escorted by a detachment of Swiss 
troops were conducted on the preceding 
night to the French frontier, which they 
Crossed at Pontalier. Tho Federal Coun- 
cil has issued orders for immediately dis- 
banding the troops already assenblod. 

"The English papers contain. the follow- 
ing with regard to Vivanco revolution in 
Peru, already reported 1\— 

Hor Majesty's steum frigate Tribune 
arrived at Calladon, on the 4th December, 
on her voyage to the coast of Central 
America, Sho had beon detained at Ari- 
ca, Peru, in consequence of the revolution, 
andean attempt to take the town by the 
Peruvian squadron of General Vivanco.— 
Her surgeons were of great assistance to 
the wounded; ond the Spanish papers 
state that her presence and tho efforts of 
her officers prevented much disorder and 
bloodshed after the town had fallen; 20 
wore killed and 35 wounded. Several la- 
dies took refuge on board, 

According to the privato. advices from 
Shanghae, dated Noy. 19, received in 
England by the overland mail, there 
seems a prospect thatthe specie shipments 
to that port may prove to haye been exces- 
sive, owing to the ingufliciency of produce 
available for returns. With respect to 
silk, it would oppevr to have been belived 
at Shanghae that the extraordinary stimu- 
lus given to the export trade during the 
first three months of the season liad drain- 
ed the country of the bulk «fithe yield. It 
was thought, however, that prices had 
reached a maximum in Shanghno, as they 
now stood ata point equal to the highest 
quoted from England, 

With regard tu the prospoct of a con- 
tinued interruption of business, it is men- 
tioned that tlie English forces had been

and inasmuch as the drinking habits fostered 
by the License system breeds a whole host 
of drones or non-producers, in the shape of 
liquor dealors and liquor guzzlers, producing 
idleness and poverty amongst individuals, it 
must lo ver the aggregate standing of com- 
munity. _It is therelore the gredtest financial 
absurdity to speak of euriching the country 
by the revenue obtained from Licenses; this 
arguinent the Lecturer only fonnded on the 
negative view of the question, that is on the 
supposition that the Liquor traflic was only 
productive of a host of idlers and non-produ- 
cers; but when in addition to this is taken 
into consideration the fact that many of them 
also become paupers and criminals, who are 
thrown back upon community for their sup; 
port, protection and punishment, the argu- 
ment derives irresistible force. For without 
the slightest difficulty it may be most con- 
clusively proved from judicial and official 
statistics, that the amount expended yearly 
for the support of State paupers and the pun- 
ishment of criminals who were thus thrown 
as a burden on the Staie by the legitimate 
effects of the License system, far exceeds— 


indeed trebles the amount yearly received as 


fo see about it immediately, the more especially as 
I believe the Act imposes & fine of £25 for the 
fon afler a certain time.

The Lecturer then shewed that all licenses 
were based upon the prohibitory principle, 
bécause they prohibited the many to the ad- 
vantage of the few. The nght of the State 
to do this was unquestioned by all, as it was 
urged that the good of society demanded this 
encroachment on individual right; for it can- 
not be denied that if one nan has a right to 
sell intoxicating liquors, all others have the 
same natural mght. If then the State can 
limit the right of sale to a few for the good 
of society, they assuredly have the same 
power totake away the right to sell from 
every person, when the good of society de- 
mands the same. Extend the principles of 
the License Jaw to its logical limits, and wo 
have the Prohibitory Law. So much: for the 
constitutionality of the question. We cannot 
follow Mr. Moffatt through all the stages of 
the argument, every step of which was clear 
and conclusive, must haye conyinced all 
who had the pleasure of listening to him. 

As a Letturer, Mr. Moffatt is logical ra- 
ther than discursive,—more of thé practical

N the 27th of March, 1856, Letters Patent, 
under the Great Seal of the Province, were 
issued by J, H. HEADLEY, of Walpole, Haldi 
mand County, C. W., for a new and extraordinary 
invention, to which we wish to call your attention. 


io different chemical proportions and pressed into

amalgamated in right chemical proportions, form

To form the marble plating, 
granulated marblo is mixed with lime and prepared 
in the same manner asthe sand, Thisis put in- 
to the mould in such a way as to present a thin 
lammina of marble on the side designed to be pla- 
ted, which, becoming thorouglily incorporated with 
the aand by pressure, proseuls an exterior of mar- 
ble on the surface of the granite. 
The chemical affinities by which those ingredi- 
ents unite, are of the most simple and commonplace 
kind, Lime, in its primitive stato is a sfone, 
From it the carton is driven off by artificial heat, 
until nothing but the oxide remains. This, when 
mixed with moist silicious matter, slowly hardens 
by the absorption of carbonic acid gas from tho at- 
mosphere, changing the oxide into a carbonate of 
lime; Marble, it is well known, is pure carbo- 
nate of lime ; hence mixing the granulated parti 
cles with lime is only re uniting the burntand un- 
burat marble together ; the plating being o real 
marble, formed on scientific principles.

MYSTERIOUS MURDER in NEW YORK 
Assassination of Dr, Burdell ia his Office, 


Terrible Mutilation of the Body. 


A murder, ono of the most startling and 
frightful in the annals of crime, was com- 
mitted on Friday night in New York,— 
From the newspapers of that city, we se- 
lect the following particulars :— 

The murder of Dr, Harvey Burdell, at

“The condition of the room wherein the 
bloody scone was enacted, bore evident 
traces of a long and desporate struggle 
having been made by the decoased ere he 
yielded to the knife of the assagsin.—

spot where the body was found was ono 
soa of blood. ‘The mutilated condition of 
tho body, and tho number of wounds upon 
tho corpse, would loud one to think that 
there must have been more than one hand 
in tho horrible butchery, ‘Twice the steel 
had pierced the heart, twice thu lungs had 
been reached with the deadly point of the 
stiletto, while the jugular vein and carotid 
artory wore both severed, and life's blood 
oozed from the gaping wound, Nine oth- 
er incisions bore testimony to the despo- 
rato stroggle that must have taken pluco 
between the murdered man and his asso 
sins. Any ono of tho six wounds alluded 
to would have been suflicient to cause al- 
most instaht death ; so wo are led to inter 
that tho foul deed was the work of more 
persons than one. Lndeed one weuld im- 
agine that half a dozen fiends wore con 
cerned in the murder, and that all and 
every ono of them had dealt a fatal blow. 
On Sunday the excitement in the neigh- 
borhood of the spot where the murder 
was committed was intense. ‘Thousands 
flocked to the scene of the tragedy and 
ondeayored to obtain admittance to the 
house, But as the police had positive or- 
dors not to allow any visitors to enter, they 
wore denied the privilege so largely de- 
manded, ‘The search by the police und 
Coroner's assistants was resumed on Sun- 
day. Every room in the house was care- 
fully visited, and anything that looked sus- 
picious was noted down. Drops of blood 
were found leading to the cellar door in 
the basement of the house, but here all 
farther traces of the blood were lost — 


his own office, without the knowledge of 
any of the inmates of the dwelling, as it 
occurred on Friday night or Saturday 
morning, presents ono of the most fearful 
pictures of crime known in metropolitan 
life. ‘Tho barbarity and mystery surround- 
ing this most fearful tragedy is enough to 
horrify the very soul of even the most cal- 
lous person. At breakfast hour on Sat- 
urday morning the inmates of the house 
31 Bond Street, were throWn into the wild- 
ost state of excitement on the announce- 
ment that the proprietor of the place, an 
ominentdontist in this city, was fouud 
most brutally murdered in his own parlor. 
The news spread through the city like 
wildfire, and soon the particulars of the 
shocking tragedy wero on tho lips of 
thousands, whose astonishment at the 
boldness of tho deed and the apparent 


The cellar has been thoroughly searched, 
but without finding anything that would 
serve to afford any clue to the murderer 
The water closet in the yard has not been 
searched yet, but it is the intention of the 
Coroner to have an immediate examina- 
tion of the premises. 


The Burdell Murder—Summary and Ana- 
lysis of the Evidence, 


From the New York Herald, Feb 


Our summary yesteday was brought 
down to include nearly all the material 
points in the evidence, as: taken up on 
Tuesday evening. 

Theso points were briefly thus :— 

1, The fact of the murder, which is 
admitted. 

2. The circumstances previous to the 


mystery which surrounded the case,words 
could not express. ‘Ihe terror and con- 
sternation caused by the Adams and Park- 
man murders was infinitely little compar: 
ed with the horror and alarm that pervad- 
ed every nook and corner of this commu- 
nity on Sunday, on reading of the fearful 
tragedy that occurred in Bond Street, 

A gentleman of high professional stand 
ing, of large fortune, and living inone o 
the most fashionable thoroughfares in 
New York, was foully murdered in the 
most mysterious manner imaginable. 
Dr, Burdel! was not seen alive since five 
o’clock on Friday evening. Atthat hour 
ho left his home for the purpose of dining 
atthe Metropolitan Hotel. His return 
does not seem to have been nouced by 
any Of theinmates of the honse. Mra 
Burdoll saw him when he took his de- 
parture, but never beheld him alive after- 
wards. Sho was in tho house all the 
evening, and was engaged with somo of 
the members of the family in marking 
Wearing apparel, when the lateness of the 
hour warned her that it was time to re- 
tire. Mr. Eckel and Mr. Snodgrass, two 
boarders in tho house, were up until 11 
o'clock, and at that hourthey say Mr Bur- 
dell had not made hisappearance. ‘They 
then retired to their rooms, and according 
to the statement of the wife of tho de- 
ceased, tho gas was put out and all sought 
slumber in their respective apartments.— 
Dr. Burdell was not heard coming in du- 
ring the night time; and although Mrs 
Burdell says sho is not a sound sleeper, 
still nothing unusual attracted her atten- 
tion during the long and dreary hours of 
the night which lad then set in upon the 
entire household, No shrieks of murder, 
no struggle for life or death—no stifled 
groans, or denth’s rattlo was heard pro- 
cceding from the chamber wherein. tho 
body of the murdered victim was found 
the following morning. All was quiet 
nessand peace within that abode; atleast 
80 tho witnesses state. 

But when the morning camo, and the 
light of the Saturday’s sun beamed thro’ 
the casement of the apartment, revealing 
a sight which might appal the strongest 
hoart,the scene was immediately changed 
‘The poace and happiness that had reign. 
od within the house during the still hours 
of tho night was suddenly transformed in 
to horror, dismay and loud wailing. ‘The 
consternation of the family on beholding 
the mangled corpse of him they thought 
was so full of life and happiness, may be 
easior imagined that doscribod. Intolli- 
gence of the dreadful news soon reached 
the ears of the police and Coroner, andthe 
matter became a thing of public notoriety, 
An investigation was immediately insti- 
tuted, tho house was searched, the

Itap- 
pears that tho Dr. hated the whole party, 
and they all had ill feeling against the 
Dr. ‘The servants testify to improper 
conduct on the part of Mr. Cunningham 
and Eckel. The antecedents of Mrs. 
Cunningham are proved \o have been bad, 
A neighbor swears that he heard the cry 
of murder before cloven, when all the in- 
mates of the house, except the servants 
were up. she was 
awakened by an unusual noise, and this 
was probably in her first light sleep,— 
Other neighbors swear they did not hear 
the cry of murder, or smell the odor of 
burning woollen described by Dr, and 
Mrs. Main. 

Butihese without a more perfect chain 
of circumstances, are matters of no great 
weight. As yet the chain 1s incomplete. 
No weapon has been found, nor any di- 
rectclue to the murderers. It has boen 
suggested that the wounds might haye 
been inflicted with a table knife. In the 
caso of Lord William Russell, who was 
murdered by his valet, a rigid search was 
made, and it was finally ascertained to 
have been a table knife, which had been 
cleaned with flannel, and a chemical an-

Dr. Harvey Burdell entered the 100m of 
the old man and told him that before he 
married the girl he wanted a check for 
$20,000. ‘The old gentleman told him 
that if he was marrying his daughter for 
her money he should have neither, so the 
wedding was broken up. Subsequontly 
the young lady married the person who 
was to be groomsman on the former occa- 
sion ; he received the check for $20,000 
The check on the previous oceasion was 
made out for Burdell, and would have 
been given him immediately after the 
marriage ceremony was performed; and 
when he heard about it, he is suid to 
have become greatly excited, and declared 
that he would never get married. 

Dr. Burdell had a very curious servant 
girl, called Biddy, who was with him five 
years at No, 362 Broadway, and two 
yonrs at No, 81 Bond Street, during the 
whole of which time she never went to 
bed. Ho never furnished her with a bed 
or anything to sleep upon, She was poor- 
ly clad, and hardly ever had anything to 
wear on her feet, He never provided her 
with anything to eat, but gave her a small 
weekly salary, upon which she supported 
herself, buying her food at the groceries 
This is an example of the doctor's penu- 
riousness. ‘The girl could speak four 
languages fluently —namely, the English, 
French, German ond Spanish. © She had 
a great passion for studying and learning 
languages. Shoe was an {rish girl, and a 
most faithful servant. She frequently 
saved the doctor from being beaton, for if 
a fight occurred she would run between 
him and his assailant, and stand tnere ull 
she stopped the fight. She slept sitting 
on a stool in the kitchen below the hall- 
door, so if any person rung the boll or 
entered the house at any time of night 
sho weuld know it and attend them, Yet 
for all these services she barely received 
enough of pay from the doctor for her sub- 
sistence. Dr. Burdell, as before mention 
0], was a loose character, and consequent- 
ly surcounded by snch. He generally let 
his house to persons of bad character,— 
Mrs ‘Totten occupied his house in Broad 
way for some time, and he as usual, had 
trouble with ler and a law suit.

find that Canada will this year contribute 
to the expenses of the Government over 
six millions of dollars! ‘The taxation 
per capita, which produces this amount, is 
greater than is levied in the United Stetes 

with her army, navy. and system of di- 
plomacy to maintain, and a frontier of 
thousands of miles to defend, ‘Thore was 
atime in Canada when the tax per head 
was less than one-half what it is now; 
and we could boast that our imposts were 
lighter than those of any other civilized 
people.

Son.e British ships had arrived off the 
Port of Bushire, correspondence ensued, 
and on December 3rd the British sent on 
shore a copy of the declaration of war, 
Next day, the 4th, the British took posses- 
sion of the Island of Karrack without op- 
position, as a military depot. During the 
7h and 8th the British troops disembark- 
ed at Hallila Bay, 12 miles south west of 
Busbire. ‘The men landed with three 
days rations, and without baggage. On 
the morning of the 9th the army in two 
brigades advanced along the coast, the 
Ships sailing a little ahead on the flank, 
‘The ship Assaye, on coming abreast of 
fort Bushire, shelled it from a distance of 
1700 yards, and dislodged the garrison, 
800 of whom took up a new position to 
oppose the British pt once, 

Brigadier Stopford was shot dead while 

waving on his men to the attack, ‘The 
British thereupon marched on the enemy, 
who fought desperately with the bayonet 
till driven back from the fort, from whence 
they attempted to escape, but were met 
by the British Rifles seaward, and by the 
cavalry landward. Col. Melvo of the 
cavalry was killed. The enemy were 
not Persians but Arabs. ‘I'hey left three 
chiefs and a large number of mon on the 
fietl. ‘The British loss is reported to be 
25 men. Bushire was then summoned 
to surrender, and the channel having been 
buoyed during the night, the city was 
bombarded and shelled for four hours, 
when the city surrendered and the British 
ontered the town, ‘I'he British report no 
loss in the fight. The governor, the com- 
mander of the fleet, and an officer report- 
ed to be the Minister of war, were made 
prisoners. ‘The garrison being too num- 
erous to retain, they were removed into 
the interior and released. Bushire was 
proclaimed British ground on a free port. 
‘The city became quiet and reports were 
rife of abominable conduct on the part of 
the British after the capitulation of the 
town, 
* Tne Cuinese Warn.—Details are to 
hand confirming tho telegraphic account 
of the Chinese loss. An extract from 
the China Mail of the 16th says ;—The 
factories have been burned down by the 
Chinese, and the only particulars we liave 
ascertained are, that about 11 o'clock on 
Saturday nightthe flames broke out in 
every direction, Vigorous attempts were 
made by the seamen to stop ils progress, 
but attempts were fruitless, and the fire 
raged throughout the night, and up to the 
time of the steamer's departure. At first 
some hopes were entertained that the 
flames might be extinguished, but fresh 
fires broke out, Date & Co's premisos 
were tho first to go, and the whole of Han- 
son Pere et Fils’ French factories and 
the Aikes hongs wero burnt. ‘The only 
buildings not burned at the time of the 
steamer's departure were the British Con- 
sulate, and five more warehouses. What 
steps the Admiral means to take are un- 
known, but there is little doubt that the 
city of Canton will be no longer spared, 
and the discharge of shells and rockets |

Village, French Settlement on Lake Hu- 
ron, and Quebec. ‘Thirty Missionaries 
of both sexes are employed, who have all 
witnessed faithfully for the Gospel among 
the French Canadians, At Pointe Aux 
‘Trembles there is a Boys’ Institute, un- 
der the superintendence of Rev. Mr. 
Roux. Forty-two pupils were receiving 
instruction, seventeen of which have been 
admitted within the last threo months.— 
Tho income of the Society for the past 
year has been £2947 12s. 1d., of which 
£547 178, 1d. was received from Great 
Britain, £185 from the United States, and 
£2213 6s. 3d, from Canada. ‘The total 
expenditure has been £3220 9s 9d, Jeay- 
ing £272 17s 8d above the revoipts, 
which, added to tho deficiency of last 
year, makes the total debt £510 4s 11d.

Silas C. Herring, the safe manufacurer, iden

. Cunningham had employed him 
to bring an action against Dr, Burdell for 
breach of promise of marriage, He did so. 
Subsequently, and on her order, the suit was 
discontinued. After that, and “in the neigh- 
borhood of a month after October 22” last, he 
understood from his associate in the case, Mr. 
Thayer, that Mrs, Cunningham had that day re- 
quested that the suit be commenced anew, be- 
cause Dr, Burdell still refused to marry her, 
It will be recollected that the certificate bears 
date October 28th. 

The associate counsel, B, C. Thayer, testified 
that the breach of promise suit was discontin- 
ued on the 22nd of October—and that Mrs, 
Cunningham, about three or four weeks afer- 
wards, told him she thought she would haye to 
revive it. The reporter truly says that this an- 
nouncement produced a deep sensation in the 
Inquest room, ‘The web of guilt and com- 
plicity draws tighter and tighter about the evil 
woman, 

Mr, Eckel, called up by the Coroner, refused 
to answer interrogatories, on the plea that he 
was a party implicated. Mrs. Cunningham al- 
so called up, refused to testify, 


PORTION ON TILE EVIDENCE OF ‘THN Hon. 
Levi S, CHAtvierp.—It was some time in the 
middle of September, the latter part, I think, 
I was called on by Mr. Thayer, and remained 
by him as counsel for Mrs, Cunningham in 
some actions which she contemplated bringing 
against Dr, Burdell; I did draw the affidayit 
on which the application was to haye been 
made to the court for the arrest of Dr. Burdell ; 
Mrs, Cunningham stated in that affidavit, as 
near as I can recollect, that a contract of mar- 
riage existed between her and Dr. Burdell 
some time in 1865, in the Summer or Fall, to 
be performed some time about the firet of June 
Inst year, to the best of my recollection; that 
soon after the contract between them, Dr. Bur- 
dell stated to her that he had some property 
in real estate in New Jersey, and my recollec 
tion is, at Elizabethtown ; I may not be entire 
ly correct about the place; but thatis my pre- 
sent recollection; that he invited her to go 
down and see it with him ; they were engaged 
in looking at the premises, ak I xecollect until 
after the trains had Jeft Dlizabothtown, and 1 
think she carried the idea in the affidavit that 
it was by design on his part, making it neces- 
sary for them to remain over night there ; that 
they stopped at the hotel, he came into her 
room and of course took advantage of her po- 
sition, 

The affidavit was first drawn that after much 
resistance she fina'ly yielded to his persuasions; 
it was subsequently brought back, and that 
part was stri Ver out, 80 as to leave the matter 
upon the face of the paper as being a forcible 
thing altogether; that some time afterwards 
she discovered herself to be pregnant; that 
she went to the Doctor about it, but he disbe- 
lied it or affected to disbelieve it, and insisted 
on examining her a8 a physician ; he did ex- 
amine her and prolucad an abortion. 
Q.—You mean Dr, Burdell. A.—Dr. Bur- 
dell, 

Q.—What date was the abortion? A.—I 
don’t think the paper gave the date, but it m: 
I am merely giving the points in the affidavit 
to which she swore in order to procure that 
charge; she further stated that she had rapid- 
ly importuned him to perform his engagement, 
the 1st June having transpired, and that he re- 
fused to do,so; I don’t think the charge of se- 
duction was in the complaint; indeed I knoy 
it was not; for in drawing it, and examining it 
as I did, I was satisfied that a woman of full 
age, as she was, should not sue for that, but it 
might perhaps be given in evidenge as aggra- 
vation of damagos, as the seduction was obtain 
ed through the promise of marriage. 

Dr, Burdell’s ledger was produced which 
contained a charge entered on the 28th of Oc- 
taber, in his own hand-writing, showing that 
he was actually in the city on the day of the 
alleged marriage. ‘Lhis fact is confirmed by a 
Director of the Artizan's Bank, who states that 
Burdgll was at a meeting of the Board on that 
day.

significantly, as if by an index-finger, by a 
long spirt of blood!
